FLORIDA FEED PRICES. 


N its first number of 1932, THE BLOOD-HORSE 

stated: ‘The price of horse feed and bedding 
at Miami is too high.’”’ The article which fol- 
lowed that statement brought from the Hector 
Supply Company, which was furnishing most of 
the provisions to horsemen at Hialeah, a letter 
which set forth at some length a defense of the 
prices it was charging. The letter was published 
in THE BLOop-HoRSE for the week ending Jan- 
uary 23, page 145. We read the letter, made a 
further consultation of railroad rates, wholesale 
prices, etc., and concluded again: “THE BLOOD- 
HORSE is not convinced by the letter from the 
Hector Supply Company that the prices charged 
for hay, straw and oats at Miami are not ex- 
cessive. We believe they are very excessive.” 


As a result of the disclosure made by us and 
by horsemen individually, a leading Lexington 
feed firm sent a large shipment of supplies to 
Hialeah, on the chance of making a profit, of 
course, but with the further motive of rendering 
what service it could to the many horsemen who 
were its steady customers while racing in Ken- 
tucky and other northern points. Saturday of 
last week we received a letter from a Kentucky 
horseman, whose identity we know but who 


signs himself “Observer.” His letter: 
Miami, Fla., 
Feb. 10, 1932. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE, 
Lexington, Ky. 
Gentlemen: 


Thanks to your publication of the facts 
about prices charged for feed in Florida this 
year, a Lexington, Ky., firm was persuaded 
to come to Florida to relieve the situation. 
Its arrival was a veritable bomb-shell in the 
ranks of the Florida dealers, and exorbitant 
prices fell all about the day following their 
opening for business. 


You have already published lists of prices 
here previous to entry of the Lexington firm, 
and I will quote some of the prices now ob- 
taining: Hay $32.00, straw $28.00 and $30.00. 
These prices are from 25% to almost 50% 
less than prices charged by Florida dealers 
when the first horsemen arrived at Hialeah, 
and have been brought about solely by the 
Lexington competition.

Strange as it may seem, many horsemen 
now that the Florida dealers have dropped 
their prices to meet the new competition, 
are forgetful of whom they have to thank 
for the change in prices, and are continu- 
ing to give their business to the Florida 
firms, to the exclusion of the firm who forced 
the prices down to a sane level. Unless 
horsemen patronize this pioneering com- 
pany, it will take a big loss on its Florida 
venture, and will have no inducement to 
come to Florida in 1932-33, when horsemen 
may again be at the mercy of the same 
greedy policy displayed this year. 

The Lexington firm has a large supply of 
feeds of all kinds on hands, and it is the 
duty of horsemen to patronize them and 
enable them to unload these supplies, so 
long as they are good feeds. Horsemen are 
not ungrateful as a class, but are such busy 
people that they often forget their friends 
until their need is pointed out to them, when 
they have always responded cheerfully. The 
writer thinks that this matter need only 
be called to their attention to receive their 
hearty cooperation.

The Lexington firm which the writer mentions 
has sold to horsemen in Florida about seven cars 
of feedstuffs and bedding. About four more car- 
loads are in a wareroom at Hialeah and, as this 
is written, another car is on the way. We have 
the word of an executive of the company that it 
will “stay on the ground until the horses are 
shipped away from Florida.” 

When the Lexington company’s first shipment 
arrived at Hialeah, the man in charge of it found 
good straw selling at $38 a ton; he offered his 
own stock of exceptionally good straw at $30 
and has since sold straw at $30 and $28, depend- 
ing on its quality. He found the best oats at 
$2.85 a hundred pounds, that is, about $1 a bushel, 
and offered the same quality for 80 cents a 
bushel, with a lower grade for 60 cents. He found 
medium to heavy mixed hay selling at about $40 
and set his own price at $32. Alfalfa hay was 
at $44 and $45; the Kentuckian’s price was $39. 


The Lexington invader made some apology for 
the high prices he was charging, explaining that 
he had been obliged to rent a wareroom and pay 
various kinds of license fees, though he would 
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have a market for only a few weeks, a state- 
ment which was true to a large extent of the 
local company also. But even at that he finds 
himself making a reasonable profit, and if the 
horsemen patronize him as they should he will 
continue to do so. 


In the meantime the horsemen are profiting by 
the competition. By necessity the Hector com- 
pany, a large corporation of wide popularity and 
capable management, has cut its own prices and 
plenty of feedstuff is available at a much more 
reasonable figure. This is due to the competition 
furnished by one company. 


We have no quarrel with the Hector Supply 
Company, which we understand to be an organi- 
zation whose task is well handled. Emphatical- 
ly we do not urge horsemen to discriminate 
against it but rather to give it their support, re- 
membering at the same time that a fair share 
of their trade is certainly due to the firm which 
has saved them thousands of dollars during the 
present Florida racing season. We are quite sure 
that if the Hector Supply Company had kept its 
prices at the outset to a reasonable scale there 
would have been no outside competition to con- 
tend with. We believe that, in future Florida 
racing seasons, if the Hector Supply Company 
will keep its prices scale down to a reasonable 
margin of profit, it will experience no great dif- 
ficulty with out-of-the-state competition, as most 
dealers understand that it is not only unwise, but 
unsportsmanlike, to invade the territory where 
another fair-dealing company has gone to heavy 
expense to establish a business.

UNDER A BUSHEL. 


HE best way to set up a barrier against the 

success of a stallion is to refuse to advertise 
him. An unadvertised horse is a buried horse. 
His chances of success are practically nil. One 
horse in a thousand will get his advertising free, 
such as Man o’ War or Gallant Fox. The others 
must pay for it—or be forgotten.

IAMI racing has developed, among other and 

less impressive things, a veritable whirlwind 
filly in George D. Widener’s Evening, prospective 
favorite for the $10,000 added mile and an eighth 
Florida Derby. This bay daughter of St. James 
and the *Meddler mare, *Crepuscle, has been 
flirting with track records at every turn and 
promises to be decidedly elusive to the best of the 
more formidable candidates to the event. Most 
noteworthy of these latter, perhaps, is Cathop; 
that is, if one ignores Lucky Tom on the popular 
suspicion that he will not be among those pres- 
ent. Mike Hall’s not so little half-brother has 
been showing steady improvement and in his 
last effort spread-eagled a band of candidates in 
commanding style. 


HAT “prominent horseman” who told Norris 

Royden that youthful, incompetent or frail 
pilots were the cause, in many instances. of 
horses being taken in hand by an assistant starter 
certainly knew whereof he spoke, and Old Rose- 
bud can attest it is as true of racing in the West 
as in the East. Sometimes the horse’s fractious- 
ness justifies the request, without an admission 
of incompetence on the rider’s part. But the sus- 
picion is bred that there, in some instances, is 
an ulterior motive for a rider’s asking the aid 
of a “Hold On Johnny.” The “prominent horse- 
man” also urged that starters modify their bel- 
ligerent tones in addressing the boys while at the 
barrier. Starters appear obsessed with the idea 
that it is a duty to be so traditionally abusive in 
their choice of language in reprimanding or ad- 
vising the jockeys. In some cases, of course, 
these crude tactics are advisable, but most the 
lads are sensitive and are only antagonized by the 
scathing tongues of the starters. Then these of- 
ficials wonder why their starts are sometimes 
broken up.

STAKES WINNERS BY FAMILIES 


NO. 12 FAMILY. 


N America the No. 12 family means, almost 
exclusively, the family of that much-disputed 
mare *Duchess, or *Diamond. Last year there 
were nine stakes winners from No. 12 family, 
and with one exception (the Irish-bred *Knock- 
enarrigan), they were descendants of *Duchess. 
The one exception, it might be added, comes, in 
tail-female, from the dam of the famous mare. 
Nine stakes winners a year is considerably below 
the quota of No. 12 in this country; in 1928, 
there were 20; in 1929, 16; and in 1930, 10. 

Two main strains have carried on the fame of 
*Duchess in America. One is through Maid of 
the Oaks, by *Spread Eagle, and the other 
through Lady Gray, by Robin Gray. From the 
Maid of the Oaks branch last year came Burning 
Blaze and two other stakes winners; from Lady 
Gray came four stakes winners. Strangely, one 
of the descendants of Lady Gray is a foreign- 
bred horse, *Cawvoge, whose great-great-gran- 
dam, Lady McKinley, was by Iroquois out of

Pride, by Virgil; so *Cawvoge, though of doubt- 
ful ancestry, was bred in the British Isles and 
has now come to the home of his remote an- 
cestors to earn his chief triumphs as a jumper. 
*Cawvoge is the only 1931  stakes-winning 
representative of the Lady Gray family which 
does not come through the famous Levity. One 
stakes-winning descendant of *Duchess comes 
through a very obscure line. Wirt G. Bowman 
goes back to the noted mare through neither 
Maid of the Oaks nor Lady Gray. 

The mare *Duchess is given in Volume . of 
the American Stud Book as having been foaled 
in 174-, bred by the Duke of Cumberland, and 
imported to South Carolina before the Revolu- 
tion; her pedigree was given, by the Cullen 
Arabian out of Grisewood’s Lady Thigh, by 
Croft’s Partner. For years there has been doubt 
as to whether her pedigree as there given was 
correct, although her descendants have played 
an incalculable part in shaping the history of 
the American Thoroughbred. The latest pub- 
lished note of an authoritative nature on this 
long-standing discussion is in The Matriarchy of 
the American Turf, by Miss M. F. Bayliss, 
privately printed last year by Robert L. Gerry. 
On page 23:

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SIRE PERCENTAGES 


AST year, for the first time, THE BLOOD- 

HORSE published a percentage table of sires 
of 2-year-old winners, showing the ratio of juve- 
nile winners to the number of registered 2-year- 
olds by each sire, that is to say, the number of 
successes in comparison with the number of 
chances. The horses which rated best in that 
table composed a list quite different from those 
which were the leading sires of 2-year-olds in 
point of numbers of winners or in point of money 
accumulated. Nevertheless the figures served to 
show among our stallions some of the talent 
which might otherwise have gone without the 
attention that was due it. 

We publish below the second table of the same 
sort, including the 2-year-old raciag of 1931. 
Only those sires have been taken into account 
which were represented by as many as five juve- 
nile winners. At the top of the list, with five 
winners out of six ‘“‘chances’” and a percentage of 
.833, is Ben Block’s Kentucky Derby winner, 
Morvich, which stands at Miss Elizabeth Dainger- 
field’s Haylands Stud near Lexington. Second to 
him is Lee O. Cotner, R. W. Collins’ son of Last 
Coin or High Time, standing at Elmhurst Stud, 
Lexington. Lee O. Cotner’s record is five win- 
ners from seven registered 2-year-olds, a per- 
centage of .714. Close behind him is W. R. Coe’s 
young stallion, Pompey, which, from his first 
crop of 10 registered foals, had seven winners, 
percentage .700. Fifteen of the stallions listed 
have percentages of .500 or better. 

In making up the appended table, all foals reg- 
istered in the American Stud Book supplement, 
foals of 1929, were taken into consideration, ex- 
cept those which had died before publication of 
the supplement. Those which died after publica- 
tion of the supplement are included among the 
“chances.”

THE BROODMARE SIRES 


LIND old *Star Shoot died on the afternoon 

of November 19, 1919, at Hamburg Place, 
Lexington, after having been five times the lead- 
ing sire in the United States. One of the most 
prolific and prepotent stallions in the recent his- 
tory of the Thoroughbred, his blood is still carry- 
ing on in remarkable fashion through his daugh- 
ters, if not through his sons. Though the ranks 
of his producing daughters are thinning, in 1931 
he was sixth on the list of leading broodmare 
sires, represented by 68 mares, the dams of 99 
winners of 249 races and $221,445. In 1930 *Star 
Shoot ranked fourth on the broodmare sire list, 
and as recently as 1929 he was first—for the 
sixth time.

UNITED STATES OLYMPIC HORSES | 


OUD and generous has been the praise ac- 

corded the United States Equestrian Team 
which competed for the International Military 
Trophy in the National Horse Show at Madison 
Square Garden in 1931. Above all, that praise 
has been merited—there can be no question other- 
wise. France, Canada, Great Britain, Ireland, 
and the United States were represented. True, 
Germany, Poland, and Sweden did not compete; 
but America won with a perfect score—and no 
team can do better! 


This superb performance will serve as an in- 
centive to the American rider to work harder 
through the months intervening prior to thé tenth 
Olympiad to be held at Los Angeles, the eques- 
trian sports of which are to take place from Au- 
gust 12 to 14, 1932, both dates inclusive. 

The squad of riders and horses to represent the 
United States at Los Angeles has been collected 
at Fort Rosecrans, near San Diego, where train- 
ing will be continued until next summer, when 


they will move on to Los Angeles. Colonel C, L, 
Scott is manager of the team and Major H. D, 
Chamberlin is team captain. 

It will be of interest to readers of THE BLOoop- 
HORSE to know something of these equestrian 
sports. 

The horse-loving public of America will have 
an opportunity of seeing the best of America’s 
horsemen and horses competing with the eques- 
trian representatives of a dozen or more foreign 
nations—teams from Europe, South America, and 
the far-away Orient. 

The Equestrian Sports consist of three separate 
and distinct events, each complete in itself. One 
or more of the events will test the endurance, 
courage, and skilfulness of both rider and horse. 

FIRST: The Concours Complet D’Equitation, 
or Three-Day Event.—As the name implies, the 
event lasts three days, a different phase being 
held each day. It is designed to test the ability 
of a truly good charger or hunter when well 
trained and in the best of condition. 

ON THE FIRST DAY, there is a training or school- 
ing test; the purpose of which is to show the sup-

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pleness and obedience of the horse and the skill 
of the rider. The test is not so difficult as the 
dressage referred to below, but one in which the 
horse must be shown at the collected walk, trot 
and canter, and the extended walk, trot and gal- 
lop; in backing, changes of direction and two- 
track work. The horse and rider are marked in 
the manner in which each movement is per- 
formed. 

ON THE SECOND DAY, there is a 36-kilometer 
(22 1-3-mile) endurance test; the object of which 
is to test the cross-country ability and endurance 
of a charger and hunter. The test is over varied 
terrain with numerous natural and artificial ob- 
stacles. Twenty-two-kilometers (13 2-3-miles) of 
the test are on roads and trails; a 4-kilometer 
(21%4-mile) steeplechase; a cross-country phase 
of 8-kilometers (5 miles) necessitating the taking 
of from 30 to 35 obstacles, and terminating with 
a 2-kilometer (114-mile) gallop on the flat. A 
minimum time is allotted to each of the several 
phases of the test, as well as a minimum of 2 
hours and 5 minutes for the entire course. 

ON THE THIRD DAY, there is a jumping test over 
12 natural obstacles in the stadium of not to ex- 
ceed 1 meter 15 (approximately 3 feet, 9 inches) 
in height or 3 meters 50 (11 feet, 6 inches) in 
breadth. The speed at the gallop must be not 
less than 375 meters (410 yards) per minute. The 
object of this test is to demontrate that a good 
charger or hunter on the day following a severe 
effort is still able to carry on. 

SECOND: The Prix des Nations, or Jumping 


' Competition.—This is a stadium jumping contest 


in which contestants must take from 16 to 20 
intricate jumps, varying in height from 1 meter 
25 (4 feet, 1 inch) to 1 meter 50 (4 feet, 11 
inches) and of a width of not to exceed 4 meters 
(13 feet). The length of the course is 800 meters 
(875 yards), which must be covered at the rate 
of 400 meters (4387 yards) per minute. 

THIRD: The Individual Dressage, a Training 
or Schooling Event.—This is designed to show the 
skill and: ability of the rider in controlling his 
mount, and the latter’s obedience to the will of 
the rider. This event is held in an arena (60 
meters (196 feet) by 20 meters (6514 feet) ). The 
rider must show his horse at all gaits; to two- 
track work, change of lead at the gallop, on the 
circle and on a straight line at each stride, and 
at such high-school movements as the “passage” 
and the “nviaffer.” 

Each event is open to teams of three 
riders and three horses, from each competing 
nation. Team and individual prizes are awarded. 

While interested in the riders and in a knowl- 
edge of the conditions of the equestrian events, 
readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE will no doubt be 
more greatly interested in what sort of horse- 
flesh is to represent America. The tabulation at 
the conclusion of this article gives a description 
of each horse in the squad at Fort Rosecrans and 
from these animals the final selection will be 
made. 

These horses have been secured in several 
ways. A few have been generously donated by 
civilians; some are private mounts of Army offi- 
cers; the great majority, however, are the prop- 
erty of the United States Army. These again rep- 
resent horses developed in our regiments scat- 
tered throughout the length and breadth of our 
land, at the Army equitation schools at Fort 
Riley and Fort Sill or through individual efforts 
of interested officers or citizens. 

From a breeding point of view the list is very 
interesting as it is conclusive proof that the years 


of constant effort by the Remount Service to im- 
prove breeding and type has not been in vain— 
practically every horse is one-half bred or better. 
The formerly well known and prepotent sire, Unk 
(unknown), has only three of his get on the 
squad! This is indeed most gratifying! Like- 
wise the list stands as a tribute to the resource- 
fulness, skill and training ability of the American 
Army. To take the horseflesh at their disposal 
and develop, train and condition these animals 
for the gruelling events on the equestrain sports 
program of the Olmpic games is indeed an ac- 
complishment worthy of praise. And such tests 
if carefully watched cannot but furnish lessons 
for breeders of horses. 

Horses from which the Olympic team will be 
chosen are shown in the accompanying table. 


THOROUGHBREDS AND POLO. 

Harry A. Williams, of the Los Angeles Times, 
went out to the Midwick Country Club for an 
interview with Steve Donoghue, the English 
jockey, and some of California’s polo players. 
In the interview, which appeared in the issue of 
January 7, the polo players got more space than 
Donoghue. Among them were Rube Williams 
and Cecil Smith, formerly Texas cowpunchers, 
now breeders and trainers of polo ponies at a 
ranch near San Antonio, Texas. We quote a 
part of Harry A. Williams’ story: 

“In this country for many years the cow pony 
was, so to speak, the ‘backbone’ of polo. The 
cow pony, bred up from the mustang, the latter 
with perhaps a trace of Arabian blood, was just 
a good quarter-horse—that is, could show speed 
for a quarter of a mile or so. But when the 
smaller Thoroughbred entered the game the 
competition was so severe that the cow pony 
was gradually driven from the sport. Surpris- 
ingly, it not only lacked the speed of the Thor- 
oughbred, but proved inferior to it in stamina. 

“*The small Thoroughbred, but larger than the 
cow pony, is the ideal mount for polo,’ said Wil- 
liams. ‘It stands up better under the heavy 
physical demands of polo. And down in Texas 
we have found that the Thoroughbred is better 
for working cattle. It is faster and can keep it 
up for longer stretches. 

“In addition to these things a good polo pony 
should have character, be tractable and intelli- 
gent, although with enough fire for aggressive- 
ness, a good mouth and the combined sturdiness 
and agility to be able to pull up in a couple of 
strides, and whirl to meet any needed maneuver. 
Some Thoroughbreds do not care for the rough 
angles of polo. Such will pull you away from 
the ball when bumped by a rival. A good polo 
mount will meet and withstand these shocks of 
battle, giving the rider a better chance at the 
ball. You readily can see the handicap of an 
uncertain mount.

This superb performance will serve as an in- 
centive to the American rider to work harder 
through the months intervening prior to thé tenth 
Olympiad to be held at Los Angeles, the eques- 
trian sports of which are to take place from Au- 
gust 12 to 14, 1932, both dates inclusive. 

The squad of riders and horses to represent the 
United States at Los Angeles has been collected 
at Fort Rosecrans, near San Diego, where train- 
ing will be continued until next summer, when 


they will move on to Los Angeles. Colonel C. L, 
Scott is manager of the team and Major H. DPD, 
Chamberlin is team captain.

FIRST: The Concours Complet D’Equitation, 
or Three-Day Event.—As the name implies, the 
event lasts three days, a different phase being 
held each day. It is designed to test the ability 
of a truly good charger or hunter when well 
trained and in the best of condition. 

ON THE FIRST DAY, there is a training or school- 
ing test; the purpose of which is to show the sup-

Army breeding books; Unk. —breeding unknown; S. B.—saddle- bred. 
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pleness and obedience of the horse and the skill 
of the rider. The test is not so difficult as the 
dressage referred to below, but one in which the 
horse must be shown at the collected walk, trot 
and canter, and the extended walk, trot and gal- 
lop; in backing, changes of direction and two- 
track work. The horse and rider are marked in 
the manner in which each movement is per- 
formed. 

ON THE SECOND DAY, there is a 36-kilometer 
(22 1-3-mile) endurance test; the object of which 
is to test the cross-country ability and endurance 
of a charger and hunter. The test is over varied 
terrain with numerous natural and artificial ob- 
stacles. Twenty-two-kilometers (13 2-3-miles) of 
the test are on roads and trails; a 4-kilometer 
(21%4-mile) steeplechase; a cross-country phase 
of 8-kilometers (5 miles) necessitating the taking 
of from 30 to 35 obstacles, and terminating with 
a 2-kilometer (114-mile) gallop on the flat. A 
minimum time is allotted to each of the several 
phases of the test, as well as a minimum of 2 
hours and 5 minutes for the entire course. 

ON THE THIRD DAY, there is a jumping test over 
12 natural obstacles in the stadium of not to ex- 
ceed 1 meter 15 (approximately 3 feet, 9 inches) 
in height or 3 meters 50 (11 feet, 6 inches) in 
breadth. The speed at the gallop must be not 
less than 375 meters (410 yards) per minute. The 
object of this test is to demontrate that a good 
charger or hunter on the day following a severe 
effort is still able to carry on. 

SECOND: The Prix des Nations, or Jumping 
Competition.—This is a stadium jumping contest 
in which contestants must take from 16 to 20 
intricate jumps, varying in height from 1 meter 
25 (4 feet, 1 inch) to 1 meter 50 (4 feet, 11 
inches) and of a width of not to exceed 4 meters 
(13 feet). The length of the course is 800 meters 
(875 yards), which must be covered at the rate 
of 400 meters (437 yards) per minute. 

THIRD: The Individual Dressage, a Training 
or Schooling Event.—This is designed to show the 
skill ande ability of the rider in controlling his 
mount, and the latter’s obedience to the will of 
the rider. This event is held in an arena (60 
meters (196 feet) by 20 meters (6514 feet) ). The 
rider must show his horse at all gaits; to two- 
track work, change of lead at the gallop, on the 
circle and on a straight line at each stride, and 
at such high-school movements as the “passage”’ 
and the “niaffer.”’ 

Each event is open to teams of _ three 
riders and three horses, from each competing 
nation. Team and individual prizes are awarded. 

While interested in the riders and in a knowl- 
edge of the conditions of the equestrian events, 
readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE will no doubt be 
more greatly interested in what sort of horse- 
flesh is to represent America. The tabulation at 
the conclusion of this article gives a description 
of each horse in the squad at Fort Rosecrans and 
from these animals the final selection will be 
made. 

These horses have been secured in several 
ways. A few have been generously donated by 
civilians; some are private mounts of Army offi- 
cers; the great majority, however, are the prop- 
erty of the United States Army. These again rep- 
resent horses developed in our regiments scat- 
tered throughout the length and breadth of our 
land, at the Army equitation schools at Fort 
Riley and Fort Sill or through individual efforts 
of interested officers or citizens. 

From a breeding point of view the list is very 
interesting as it is conclusive proof that the years 


of constant effort by the Remount Service to im- 
prove breeding and type has not been in vain— 
practically every horse is one-half bred or better. 
The formerly well known and prepotent sire, Unk 
(unknown), has only three of his get on the 
squad! This is indeed most gratifying! Like- 
wise the list stands as a tribute to the resource- 
fulness, skill and training ability of the American 
Army. To take the horseflesh at their disposal 
and develop, train and condition these animals 
for the gruelling events on the equestrain sports 
program of the Olmpic games is indeed an ac- 
complishment worthy of praise. And such tests 
if carefully watched cannot but furnish lessons 
for breeders of horses. 

Horses from which the Olympic team will be 
chosen are shown in the accompanying table. 
THOROUGHBREDS AND POLO. 

Harry A. Williams, of the Los Angeles Times, 
went out to the Midwick Country Club for an 
interview with Steve Donoghue, the English 
jockey, and some of California’s polo players. 
In the interview, which appeared in the issue of 
January 7, the polo players got more space than 
Donoghue. Among them were Rube Williams 
and Cecil Smith, formerly Texas cowpunchers, 
now breeders and trainers of polo ponies at a 
ranch near San Antonio, Texas.

STILL IMPROVING 


IALEAH PARK’S totalisator reflects the 
progress of the meeting and the popularity 
of the sport so accurately that the daily “handle” 
of the machine receives almost as much atten- 
tion from the public as does the racing itself. 
From the low mark of $86,992 on the second day, 
January 15, a Friday, the play has increased 
steadily, until last Saturday, February 13, it 
reached a new high mark of $227,776, in all 
probability a season record for betting at any of 
the winter tracks. The meeting has now included 
four Saturdays. On the first of these, January 
16, the play totaled $111,545; on the second, $171,- 
721; third, $204,486; fourth, $227,776. The meet- 
ing has had only two or three days, however, 
which have shown a profit for the association, 
it is believed. The meeting definitely will close 
on Saturday, February 27, the story having been 
set at rest that Hialeah might take over two 
weeks of the dates assigned to Tropical Park. 

Last Saturday’s stakes race, the Jockey Club 
Handicap, saw Mrs. J. H. Whitney’s Lightning 
Bolt breaking another track record. G. D. 
Widener’s stable, however, retains its place as 
the leading money-winning stable of the meeting. 


LIGHTNING BOLT AGAIN SETS RECORD. 


Mrs. J. H. Whitney’s Lightning Bolt was han- 
dicapped at such a low weight (110) in the Hia- 
leah Park Handicap of February 6 that he won 
easily, by a length and a half. Hialeah’s board 
of handicappers, John S. Wallace, Brownell Ber- 
ryman and John P. Turner, considered that seven 
pounds more would be enough for him in the 
Jockey Club Handicap ($3,000 added, 3-year-

The third successive 
win, last Saturday at the Fair Grounds, resulted 
from the disqualification of Crystal Prince, which 
G. Arnold brought forward in the stretch with a 
great deal of crowding. Bertjohn and Springsteel, 
the favorites, were jammed into the rail near the 
finish as a result of Arnold’s foul tactics. Jimmy 
Sutro managed to keep to his feet and finsh sec- 
ond. Crystal Prince finished first, but was im- 
mediately disqualified, the race being given to 
Jimmy Sutro. 


DEATH OF B. C. BUNBURY. 

Capt. Bernarr C. Bunbury, 77 years old, died 
suddenly at his appartment near the Fair Grounds 
race track on the morning of February 13. A 
few days ago Captain Bunbury had succeeded R. 
G. Denny as trainer of the horses of A. B. Letel- 
lier, of New Orlesns, and Gus F. Schreiner, of 
Kerrville, Texas. Mr. Letellier’s Green Wave he 
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had saddled for a winning race at Fair Grounds 
the previous Tuesday. 

Captain Bunbury, one of the oldest active train- 
ers in America, was born in Dublin, Ireland, and 
came to this country at the age of 26, along with 
a group of friends, with whom he settled in 
Texas. Captain Bunbury later became interested 
in Thoroughbreds and was made manager of the 
ranch of John A. Morris at Fredericksburg, 
Texas. He trained a stable for O. G. Parke, of 
Kyle, Texas, and for Mr. Schreiner he trained a 
good many years. Five of Mr. Schreiner’s home- 
bred Swope 2-year-olds were in the stable he had 
at the Fair Grounds. 


DICK MORRIS’ EIGHTH STRAIGHT. 


Longest winning streak among the winter 
racers is that of Dick Morris, 4-year-old gelding, 
by Midway—Mammon, by Pennant, owned by 
Knebelkamp and Morris. Dick Morris won the 
first race at the Idle Hour Farm Orphans’ Day 
meeting last November. Since then he has not 
been beaten, nor has he had a horse ahead of 
‘him in the stretch. The eighth victory in the 
string was accomplished last Saturday in the 
second race at the Fair Grounds. C. Landolt has 
had the mount in all the eight wins. 

TWO RUMORS 
By THOMAS B. CROMWELL 

[AMI, Fla.—When I arrived in Miami Wednes- 

day of last week two rumors were afloat. 
Tropical Park, it was said, would not be able to 
open for its second meeting. Creditors had been 
urgent for settlement, the Dame had it, and Frank 
Bruen had gone to New York to arrange for fi- 
nances, which he was finding difficult. Mr. 
Widener had been asked by the State Racing 
Commission if he would extend the meeting at 
Hialeah Park in the event of Tropical Park’s fail- 
ure to use the dates. He had answered in the 
affirmative. Horsemen were then relieved of 
their anxiety. Then from New York Mr. Bruen 
sent out the statement that Tropical Park’s sec- 
ond meeting will be held as scheduled. 

The second rumor was that Col. E. R. Bradley 
had sold the New Orleans Fair Grounds to Joseph 
Cattarinich and associates, owners of Jefferson 
Park, but that delivery of the property would not 
be made until after the current meeting. The 
writer spent the week-end with Colonel Bradley 
at his Palm Beach house. At dinner Saturday 
evening Colonel Bradley said in response to ques- 
tions: 

“T have not sold the holdings of the Louisiana 
Jockey Club. On one occasion several years ago 
I gave a price on the plant to the owners of Jef- 
ferson Park. So much was to have been paid in 
cash; so much in real estate, and the remainder in 
notes; but when the appraisal of the real estate 
was made by my representatives it did not pan 
out as was expected and a larger cash require- 
ment was therefore necessary. There the deal 
fell through. Last fall at Baltimore I was asked 
by a gentleman if I would sell the Fair Grounds. 
I told him I would sell anything I own if and 
when I can get my price. I told him that I had 
put $1,300,000 into the New Orleans plant and its 
operation, but I did not price it and I did not 
hear from him afterwards.” 

Colonel Bradley said concerning the Fair 
Grounds this season: 

“We are losing daily for the reason that there 
is not sufficient money at New Orleans, just as 


there is not sufficient money at Miami and Palm 
Beach and hundreds upon hundreds of other 
places this year. We are losing, too, because the 
cost of operation is too great by comparison with 
the possible receipts. Salaries and wages must 
be reduced not alone in the operation of racing 
plants, but in the operation of racing stables. 
Everything is bound to go to the lower levels be- 
fore another stabilization is completed. In my 
opinion we will this year see more running for 
$400 purses than for $1,000 purses.” 

The total turnover at Hialeah Park showed an 
increase Saturday, but it is not expected that the 
receipts this season will be sufficient to keep the 
plant out of the “red.’’ Mr. Widener, however, 
expressed himself to the writer as not disappoint- 
ed with the situation. He is justifiably proud of 
his beautiful plant and is elated with the public’s 
approval of the totalisator, a wonderful arrange- 
ment of machinery and appliances about which 
the writer at another time will have more to tell 
readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE. 


To say the least, Phar Lap is a magnificent 
specimen of the Thoroughbred, and deserves high 
praise. Weighing 1250 pounds and standing near- 
ly 17 hands, he is called the “Red Terror.” His 
record in the Antipodes warrants the handicap- 
pers’ estimates and assignments under which he 
performed with success. 

Phar Lap has received a royal welcome in San 
Francisco, and Agua Caliente has the first claim 
on his engagements on this continent, owing to 
a guarantee of $5,000 made with D. J. Davis 
by James N. Crofton in bringing the horse to 
this country. 

However, when Phar Lap goes over to Marshall 
Cassidy’s barrier in the Agua Caliente Handicap 
he will be on his own, and this writer has no 
doubt but what he will win, and his presence on 
our race tracks will be eagerly sought by race 
track promoters in America. 

It is hoped that no special inducements will be 
made to attract the visitor to other than our first- 
class race tracks. 

One could not approach Mrs. Payne Whitney 
or A. C. Bostwick with a guaranteed cash offer 
to campaign Twenty Grand or Mate at Arlington 
Park, Saratoga or Belmont Park. We are indeed 
fortunate that the ownership of Twenty Grand 
and Mate are vested with a sportswoman and 
sportsman, otherwise we might see these two 
fine Thoroughbreds clowning over America’s rac- 
ing circuit during the coming summer. , 

At Arlington Park in July, on their scale of 
weights, horses four, five and six years old and 
up are equal at 114 and 116 miles. It is suggested 
by this writer that a match race at 114, miles be- 
tween Phar Lap, 126, and Mate, 126, would be 
favorable to the visitor. At Saratoga in August 
a race at 1% miles, weight for age, Phar Lap, 
126; Twenty Grand, 126; Mate, 126, would be very 
close. At Belmont Park in September a race at 
two miles, weight for age, Phar Lap, 124; Twenty 
Grand, 124, to decide a championship, in case, 
of course, events have so transpired that such a 
race would settle the title. 

The Red Terror might down Mate at 114 miles. 
In the three-cornered match it could be very close, 
all having a fine and equal chance. But at two 
miles I expect to see Twenty Grand the Giant 
Killer, beat Phar Lap, the Red Terror, and make 
him like it.

ANOTHER RACE BILL. 

Of making of racing bills in New York’s Gen- 
eral Assembly there is no end. Latest to be in- 
troduced is that of Assemblyman Edward P. 
Doyle, of Greenpoint, King County, providing for 
the incorporation of horse-breeding and _skill- 
testing companies and the issuance of industrial 
participating shares whose earnings are depend- 
ent upon the performances of certain racing 
stables or upon the performances of specified 
horses. The bill provides a daily tax of $2,500. 
Said Assemblyman Doyle: 

“My bill would remove any possible conflict 
with the pool selling or bookmaking section of 
the present law, and does not seek to change 
the constitution relative to betting. It permits 
the general public to invest in the earning ability 
of a stable of horses as they purchase stock in 
utility corporations, and it seems to me that this 
is a proper manner to obtain a system of legal 
racetrack speculation.” 


REGAN—MCcKINNEY.

KENTUCKY 


HORSEMEN APPROVE TAX REDUCTION. 


HE bill now before the Kentucky General As- 

sembly which would have the effect of re- 
ducing to $500 the daily license tax of the Lex- 
ington and Dade Park tracks, and of any other 
tracks besides those at Louisville and Latonia, 
now seems practically certain of passage. On 
Thursday, February 11, the measure, as _ in- 
troduced by Representative Frank LeBus, was 
reported favorably in the House of Representa- 
tives by Kentucky Statutes Committee No. 1, 
which previously had given a favorable report 
on the bill calling for a tax of 1 per cent of the 
gross receipts. The latter bill, a substitute for 
Representative LeBus’ bill, was subsequently 
recommitted and set aside in favor of the original 
measure. 

Saturday, February 13, the LeBus measure was 
given endorsement by acclamation at a mass 
meeting of Kentucky breeders held at the Phoenix 
Hotel. About a hundred breeders and other horse- 
men were present, besides John Young Brown, 
the vigorous young Speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, and R. C. Robinson, Boyle County 
member of the House. A. L. Ferguson, of Scott 
County, presided and called upon several of those 
in attendance to state their views, later extending 
a general invitation for expressions of opinion. 
Without exception the speakers declared their ap- 
proval of the bill which fixed a $500 daily pay- 
ment for the small and $2,500 daily payment for 
the larger tracks. The speakers called upon 
were R. L. Baker, Major T. C. McDowell, Dr. D. 
B. Knox, T. P. Hayes, Speaker Brown, Repre- 
sentative Robinson, Desha Breckinridge and 
George A. Bain. No reference was made to the 
1 per cent bill except by Mr. Breckinridge, editor 
of The Lexington Herald. The gist of his re- 
marks was that he had watched for 30 years the 
political struggles centering around racing in 
Kentucky and in that time he had come to an 
understanding of the minds of those persons who 
were ready, whenever the opportunity presented, 
to enter the lists against the sport; that a 1 per 
cent bill would make the State a direct partner in 
gambling, that is, the more gambling, the greater 
the State’s profit; that such a situation would 
immediately give the stimulus for another up- 
rising of so-called reformers against the sport. 
“I am desperately anxious,” said Mr. Breckin- 
ridge, “to have passed the bill now before the 
» House desperately anxious to have meet- 
ings at Lexington and at Dade Park, and to see 
racing revived, if possible, at Ashland [Race- 
land].”” Mr. Breckinridge stated further: “I am 
not connected with any race track and have no 
authority to speak, but I understand that, if this 
bill is passed, there will be a meeting at Lex- 
ington.” 

Speaker Brown assured the horsemen that he 
anticipated no trouble in passing the bill in the 
House. The Senate is expected to give its ap- 
proval also. A vote probably will come up in the 
House this week. 

Some confusion seems to have arisen among 
the legislators as to “what the horsemen want.” 
It was at the instance of spokesmen for Central 
Kentucky breeders that the 1 per cent bill was 
substituted for the LeBus measure in the com- 
mittee’s first report. Why the horsemen later 
should have seemed so well pleased with the $500 
measure was not quite clear to some observers. 
The answer is not far to seek. The 1 per cent 
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bill was approved in the first place as providing 
a tactical advantage, as well as for the reason 
that many horsemen sincerely believe it to be a 
more reasonable method of taxation than the 
daily flat payment. The favorable report of the 
1 per cent bill quickly brought a conference of 
representatives of the racing associations, legis- 
lators and horsemen at Frankfort. The upshot 
of the conference was that the supporters of the 
1 per cent bill agreed to withdraw their approval 
of it on the condition that advisers to Governor 
Ruby Laffoon would ask him to name a racing 
commission favored by the breeders, owners and 
trainers rather than by the associations. 

The Governor has not yet announced his ap- 
pointments. 
BARBEE SELLING POLSON HORSES. 

Readers will note in THE BLOOD-HORSE (page 
338) an advertisement, signed by John S. Barbee, 
offering for sale a number of racing and breeding 
horses. Mr. Barbee recently has come into full 
possession of the horses which formerly belonged 
to W. F. Polson and which Mr. Barbee had cared 
for at his Fayette County farm. After a year of 
litigation over the unpaid bills on the horses, Mr. 
Barbee now announces that he has a bill of sale 
for each of them, and that all are for sale pri- 
vately. The group totaled 31 head, including 3- 
year-olds, 2-year-olds, yearlings, broodmares and 
the stallion Basil. Two of the seven 3-year-olds 
were sold early last week. Grover Hughes took 
Tommy Basil, chestnut colt, by Basil out of Lamp 
Post; this is a good prospect and is own brother 
to the good racer King Basil. M. N. Porter 
bought for an undisclosed client Peace Top, a 
chestnut colt by Peace Pennant out of Prudy, to 
be used as a hunter. 


MARKS MENAGE.

BARON LONG’S FOREVER; MORE CUTS. 
PPARENTLY Baron Long, who recently ac- 
complished a betting coup against his own 

horses at his own race track, and found himself 

barred from racing because of the good laugh 
he had on the handbook makers, has accepted as 
permanent the verdict of Judge Francis Nelson 
and his associates. He is dispersing his stable 
and has plans to dispose of his breeding stock at 
the Rancho Vaile de las Viejas at Alpine, Cal. 

Six of his best racers he has sold to his head 

trainer, Walter Fenwick. Two 2-year-olds have 

passed to his second trainer, H. B. Wolfe. George 

Mayberry, his former trainer, has an option on 

three others. Ervast was one of those which 

went to Trainer Fenwick. 

There was some wondering at Agua Caliente 
last week whether Baron Long might not have a 
technical escape from the ban imposed against 
him. Serving in the stand with Francis Nelson 
at the time of the suspension was Walter H. 
Dupee, who has since been removed by Presi- 
dent James N. Crofton. Mr. Dupee understood 
that he was to be a paid official; Mr. Crofton in- 
formed him later that he was an honorary stew- 
ard, that is, he was to serve without pay or not 
at all. Since Mr. Dupee’s was the deciding vote, 
and since, as an honorary steward, the Agua 
Caliente Jockey Club might consider his vote of 
no effect, there appeared to be a loophole for Mr. 
Long to reinstate himself. No such attempt 
seems likely, however. Baron Long’s most re- 
cent statement to the press is that he is quitting 
racing “forever.” 

The Agua Caliente management, already pro- 
viding only meager funds for the horsemen who 
are dependent upon their stables’ earnings, last 
week found it expedient to slash its purses again. 
Most of the races now have $400 purses. Ex- 
penses at the track are not in line with such 
small offerings and many of the horsemen there 
are resentful of the action. Meetings have been 
held and protests have been made, but there 
has been no alleviation of the difficulty. The , 
track, discredited and losing steadily in populari- 
ty, is making no money. 

Effective Wednesday of last week, Agua Cali- 
ente adopted the open claiming rule, following 
the lead of Hialeah Park and the Fair Grounds, 
which also changed their regulations on this sub- 
ject recently. 


DEATH OF EDGAR WALLACE. 

Edgar Wallace, 56 years old, waif, fishmonger’s 
ward, newsboy, soldier, medical officer, war cor- 
respondent, politician, editor, reporter, theatrical 
producer, motion picture producer, playwright, 
critic, novelist, poet, historian, lecturer, Turf cor- 
respondent, Thoroughbred owner and breeder, and 
lover of racing, died at 5:45 o’clock on the morn- 
ing of February 10 at his home in Beverly Hills, 
California, after an illness that had lasted only 
since the previous Sunday. His wife, having 
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been informed of his critical condition, had 
boarded the Majestic at Southampton, England, 
half an hour before news of Mr. Wallace’s death 
was received. After the ship had sailed, she was 
informed by wireless that her husband was dead 
and she was persuaded to return home. 

Edgar Wallace was one of the most extraordi- 
nary figures ever associated with the journalism 
of racing. His articles—he was correspondent 
of The Star (London)—were forceful, sensible, 
straightforward accounts and comment, invaria- 
bly of a constructive nature. He was one of 
most popular correspondents in Europe. But his 
racing activities were a small fraction of his 
work. He was author of about 150 novels and 
about 20 plays, nearly all of them successful. 
His short stories and special articles were num- 
bered in the thousands. Estimates of the sales 
of his novels reached as high as 5,000,000 copies 
a year. Six of his plays were produced in Lon- 
don in such rapid succession that at one time 
they were all running simultaneously, and all 
successful. 

He was a marvel of this age of high-speed pro- 
duction. In 20 minutes he could dictate 1,200 
words of an article. He once finished a war 
article of 36,000 words in one day, and again he 
wrote a 60,000-word novel in a week-end. Last 
year he received an offer to go to Hollywood and 
write motion picture stories at £800 (approxi- 
mately $2,800) a week. He arrived on the West 
Coast in December. On a Friday he received his 
first assignment. The next Monday he showed 
up with a story 60,000 words in length. 


CABEZO QUALIFIES FOR HANDICAP. 

Cabezo, probably the best racer *Carlaris has 
sired, ran in the name of Mrs. W. T. Anderson 
and won the second running of the Derby Trial 
Stakes ($1,500 added, 3-year-olds, seven fur- 
longs) at Agua Caliente Sunday, February 14. 
Sent from the Atlantic Coast to Lower California 
with the Agua Caliente Handicap as his chief 
objective, Cabezo carried 119 pounds and won 
easily, by two and one-half lengths. A. Fisher 
let him make the pace and shook him up slightly 
when the Pantages Stable’s Sharp Thoughts 
(123) challenged in the stretch. Sharp Thoughts 
had two and one-half lengths advantage over S. 
W. Lee’s recent purchase, Joe Flores (122), for 
second place. J. Emery’s Durango (113) was 
fourth. The others were Altmark (116), Gallineta 
(117), Daily News (113). Time, :23 4-5, :48 1-5, 
1:14, 1:27 4-5, track sloppy. Stakes division, 
$1,260, $300, $150, $50.

PHAR LAP’S JOCKEY ARRIVES. 


William Elliott, 102 pounds, arrived by steamer 
at San Francisco Saturday, February 13. After 
a few days in San Francisco with his employer, 
D. J. Davis, he is to proceed to Agua Caliente, 
where on March 20 he will ride Phar Lap in the 
Agua Caliente Handicap.

Six times Elliott has ridden Phar Lap to victory. 
The veteran J. Pike was in the saddle in most 
of the great runner’s other triumphs. 

A proposed match race for the invading cham- 
pion has been called off. It was reported that the 
Agua Caliente Jockey Club had offered a purse 
of $10,000 for a match on February 21, with 
Marine and Dr. Freeland as the other principals. 
Phar Lap has taken nothing but easy gallops and 
could not be brought to racing condition by Feb- 
ruary 21, his owners stated, in declining to enter 
the race. 


TINCUP TAKES TO HORSES. 


Ben Tincup, Indian star athlete, for more than 
a dozen years a pitcher with various teams in the 
American Association and now on the pitching 
staff of the Sacramento team of the Pacific Coast 
League, has become a horse owner. At Riverside

Trainer Creech sent his other rider, L. Knapp, 
from Agua Caliente, but probably will have 
Salazar remain at Agua Caliente until later. 

S. H. LEE BUYS JOE FLORES. 

Joe Flores, twice a stakes winner since the be- 
ginning of the West Coast winter season, was 
sold last week out of Jack Atkin’s Pasadena 
Stable to S. H. Lee, of Oklahoma. The price was 
not made public. Mr. Atkin will sell other mem- 
bers of his string, it is reported. Joe Flores will 
remain at Agua Caliente. 


MAL DOYLE DIES. 

Mal Doyle, Turfman, former Turf-writer, 
pugilist, U. S. Cavalryman and of late years a 
telegraph operator, died in Chicago, February 
10, after a long illness.

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LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS 


By HUMPHREY S. FINNEY 


BELAIR STUD. 


T was recently the writer’s privilege to spend 
an interesting forenoon inspecting the year- 
lings which will carry the ‘white, red spots, scar- 
let cap” of the vice-chairman of The Jockey Club, 
William Woodward, Esq., in 1933. 

These 29 yearlings, foaled and raised to wean- 
lings at the Claiborne Stud of Arthur B. Han- 
cock at Paris Ky., are now located at the Belair 
Stud at Collington, Md. This is one of the few 
of the old colonial estates remaining intact in 
the State. It covers 3,500 acres of light rolling 
land in Prince George County, and has long been 
famous as a Thoroughbred nursery. In the year 
1746 Samuel Ogle, Esq., then Governor of Mary- 
land, owned the estate and had built for him the 
famous mansion at Belair which stands today as 
it was at his death in 1752. It has descended 
through the families of the Ogles, Taskers and 
Bowies, to its present proprietor. 

Here about the middle of the eighteenth cen- 
tury roamed America’s first famous broodmare, 
*Selima, by the Godolphin Arabian. This mare, 
for whom the Selima Stakes at Laurel is named, 
when mated with *Othello produced two great 
horses and a famous progenitress. These were 
Samuel Galloway’s Selim, Brent’s Ebony, and the 
mare Stella, to which have traced many great 
horses in latter years. *Othello, property of 
Governor Sharpe, stood at White Hall, within a 
stone’s throw of what is now S. W. Labrot’s stud, 
near Annapolis. *Selima, who was owned by Col. 
Benjamin Tasker, Jr., is honored by a large 
bronze plaque, depicting herself and a foal, which 
is set into one of the brick walls of the original 
stable at Belair, which still houses Thorough- 
breds. Among the good horses descended from 
*Selima which have raced in late years are Chil- 
howee and Hephaistos. 

The farm is divided into two sections, the east- 
ern end, which we visited first, being in charge 
of a capable Scot, James Davidson. Here is Mr. 
Woodward’s famous stud of Clydesdales which 
have won prizes wherever shown. In a paddock 
near their stable we saw nine yearlings staging 
an impromptu race. The day was cold, and 
round and round the paddock they went with a 
handy little bay filly in the lead. We watched 
this filly with interest noting how she would 
drop back in the bunch and whenever ready 
would thread her way through them to the lead. 
Here, we thought, will be a real race mare. On 
inquiry we were told that she is by one of our 
favorite young stallions, General Lee, who, by the 
way, has seven 2-year-old winners from his first 
crop. Her dam is Marionette, by Olambala. Al- 
ways close to the lead was a big lusty, brown 
colt with white markings and a grand mover. 
He is by *Sickle and is out of the good race mare 
*Flambette, by *Durbar II, and looks like a stakes 
prospect. Another good mover is the attractively 
marked big brown colt by Filemaker out of Gay 
Agnes, by Gay Ronald. Onclose inspection, when 
the yearlings had finished their run, we liked best 
the big, powerfully muscled, straight-hocked 
chestnut colt by Aga Khan out of Blue Teal, by 
*Wrack, tracing back through Delft to Maggie 
B. B. After this another Aga Khan colt struck 
our fancy. This is the handsome, close-coupled, 
bay out of *Sundream, by Syndrian, and is 
brother to the winner The Afghan. 

On leaving the eastern section we drove down 


toward the mansion and picked up George Bald- 
win, who manages the western end of the farm, 
and he accompanied us on the rest of our visit. 
It is a singular tribute to William Woodward, the 
man, that there are several members of his or- 
ganization whose length of service runs into many 
years. His two managers have been with him, 
and his uncle before him, about 60 years in all. 


At the old brick stable we saw five of the get 
of 1930’s leading sire, *Sir Gallahad III. They 
are all bays, four colts and one filly, and are an 
even lot, all with noticeably good hocks and bone. 
The one filly is out of Bay Bonnie, by *Ambassa- 
dor IV. The colts are a rangy son of the Junior 
Championship winner Bonnie Maginn, by *War 
Cloud, tracing to Belgravia, dam of Black Toney; 
a stylish individual out of Priscilla Ruley, by 
*Ambassador IV; another lengthy lad, half- 
brother to the great little Peanuts, out of *Agnes 
Sard, by Sardanapale, and a big, lusty son of the 
speedy La Palina, by *Ambassador IV. The year- 
lings on this end of the farm were all seen in 
their boxes, so that it was hard to make any 
comparisons among them. Here also we saw Sir 
Ashley, Faireno and Pardee, which are soon to 
return to training after a winter of rest. 

At the next barn we saw nine fillies, five by 
General Lee, all medium-sized, good individuals. 
They were chestnut out of *Lady Argos, a fre- 
quent winner, by Argos; a chestnut out of Filo- 
mar, half-sister to Gaffsman, by *Omar Khay- 
yam; a bay out of Princess, half-sister to Cam- 
panini, by *Ambassador IV; a chestnut out of 
Polka Dot, by Celt, and a bay out of the Gazelle 
Stakes winner Flambino, by *Wrack. Two 
daughters of Aga Khan at this barn are a chest- 
nut out of the stakes winner, Merry Princess, by 
Spanish Prince II, which hasa peculiarly marked 
bald face, and a bay out of Mercy Me, by Camp- 
fire. *Marianne, by *Prince Palatine, has a fine 
filly by Chatterton, and Clare Booth, by Fair 
Play, a good, though small, brown daughter by 
*Sickle. 

At this barn we saw the stall which was occu- 
pied in his carefree youth, by the best horse Bel- 
air Stud has ever produced, Gallant Fox. On the 
wall there is a notice board on which the fact is 
recorded together with a list of his conquests 
and the amount of money he earned thereby. 

Moving on we arrived at the last lot of year- 
lings, four in number. A fair-sized bay colt by 
*Sir Gallahad III out of the Ultimus mare My 
Reverie, which won 28 races, appealed to us very 
much. He resembled Gallant Fox physically, is 
bred on similar lines and traces to the great 
*Selima, aforementioned. Perhaps he is destined 
to wear the mantle cast off a year ago by his’ 
older relative. A bald-faced, Roman-nosed bay 
filly is that by *Sir Gallahad III out of *Filante, 
by Sardanapale. A speedy looking, compact, 
black colt out of the young Man o’ War mare, 
Valkyr, claims the Derby winner Flying Ebony 
as his sire. On the distaff side this colt traces 
through *Frizette and *Ondulee to Ornis, by 
Bend Or, a family which has left a wide mark. 
The last yearling we saw was a chestnut filly by 
the great sire High Time out of Celt’s daughter 
Coquette. A beautiful, lengthy filly, though a 
trifle light below the knee, she comes from a 
great family, that of Galopade. Mr. Woodward 


purchased her dam, which won several stakes, 
at the Himyar Stud sale and it is a safe bet that 
her 1932 mate will be *Sir Gallahad ITI, this iden- 
tical cross having produced Gallant Fox. 

From the looks of these healthy, sound, rugged 
yearlings it appears that Mr. Woodward has some 
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excellent material to turn over, when the time 
comes, to his capable trainer, “Sunny Jim” Fitz- 
simmons. No doubt some of them will go under 
the hammer at Saratoga, as has been customary 
for several years. Possibly some of them may 
cross over to England where The Scout, Fair 
Game, and several other home-breds have car- 
ried the banner of Belair to victory. Whatever 
their destiny they should be a credit to their 
present home.

SEA SOLDIER ELIGIBLE. 


NGLISH papers bring the news that the Amer- 
ican entry, Sea Soldier, whose eligibility to 
race in the Grand National Steeplechase was ques- 
tioned for some time, has at last been adjudged 
as qualified. According to Daily News-Chronicle 
(London): “There were two points at issue: (a) 
Whether the races over timber, which Sea Soldier 
won in the United States, were steeplechases 
within the meaning of English rules, and (b) 
Whether the Grasslands meeting in Tennessee, 
where Sea Soldier also won, had received a license 
from the governing body of American steeple- 
chasing. 

“The points were too knotty to be decided by 
the officials of the registry office, and were re- 
ferred to the Stewards. Sea Soldier’s American 
connections (he has ten joint owners) were 
dilatory in answering questions regarding him, 
but a cablegram roused them. 

“The Stewards, in dealing with the points at 
issue, took a broad view. Had they decided that 
the horse was not qualified, some feeling would 
have been aroused in American steeplechasing 
circles.” 

A few days after the above was published Sea 
Soldier started in the Brentford Handicap Hurdle 
at Kempton Park. He had already run three 
poor races in England, and now was quite as 
unimpressive as before, jumping badly and losing 
ground steadily to finish last. The American pro- 
fessional rider, E. J. Fitzpatrick, had the mount. 
Said The Sporting Life (London) : 

“Memories of Reigh Count were revived when 
Sea Soldier paraded in the paddock, he being 
covered in florid flowing sheets, marked ‘High 
Beech Stable,’ and, with his tail elaborately 
plaited. 

“When he came out of his clothes it was seen 
that his trainer had left much to work upon, and 
his effort in the race can be ignored as a guide 
for the future. 

“If it could in any way be relied upon, Sea 
Soldier has little chance of winning anything. 
He jumped badly, and lost ground, to finish last. 

“What he will do over fences when his trainer 
has schooled him and got him to his liking re- 
mains to be seen.” 


FOREIGN NOTES. 


Dr. R. G. Linton is conducting in England an 
investigation of the constituents of Thorough- 
bred mares’ milk. 

William Somers Schuster, one of the heaviest 
Turf bettors in England a good many years ago, 
died January 23. 

A. C. Bostwick’s Sunbronze, after winning the 
Reading Selling Steeplechase at Newbury, was 
bought by T. Westhead for $850. 

The stud career of the young stallion Trucu- 
lent, standing at Hamilton Stud, Newmarket, 
will be watched with interest by American breed- 
ers.

THE CASE OF *POT AU FEU. 

C. B. Shaffer, owner, and Dr. John Baird, 
manager, of Coldstream Stud, Lexington, have 
been irked for many months by the injurious 
rumors which came from France and ultimately 
became widespread in this country, concerning 
the paternity of Coldstream’s leading stallion, the 
French Derby winner *Pot au Feu. The stallion’s 
official pedigree is, by Bruleur—Polly Peachum, 
by Spearmint, foaled in 1921, bred in France by 


E. de St. Alary. The Aga Khan purchased him and 
raced him with much success in France at two 
and three. When *Pot au Feu was imported to 
the United States, or perhaps before that, a story 
came with him that he was not a son of Bruleur, 
but was by Bibre, a teaser used at M. de St. Alary’s 
haras. The story gained credence in the minds 
of many breeders by the fact that *Pot au Feu 
was a chestnut and his parents were both bays 
a circumstance which actually has no element c 
proof in it. To such an extent did the damaging 
rumors grow that Dr. Baird at length undertook 
to stop them by bringing them to light. He got 
in touch with persons in France who knew th: 
facts of the case, and recently there has come t 
America, in the Horse and Hound (London) o 
January 22, page 88, the first published defense 
of the integrity of the horse’s pedigree. In his 
column of French racing and breeding notes, the 
correspondent Faraway (Clement Hobson, him- 
self a breeder), has the following to say: 
“Canards are, as a rule, best left unanswered, 
but occasionally, even when not malicious, if re- 
peated from one person to the other, and exag- 
grated, some mud is liable to stick. Nothing i 
more harmful to a breeder than a charge < 
breach of confidence, and there has been brough 
to my notice a case of this kind which need. 
scotching. Recently in America, there have been 
rumors that Pot au Feu is not a son of Bruleur, 
but that Bibre is responsible for him. Nothing 
could be more ludicrous, but the rumour has been 
repeated by a responsible person who should know 
better. I need not go into Pot au Feu’s racing 
career. Suffice it to say that he brilliantly won 
the French Derby for his then owner, the Aga 
Khan, and was close up in the Grand Prix de 
Paris. If we had to deal with a case of an ob- 
scure animal, one would not bother even to men- 
tion it, but when the rumour refers to a French 
Derby winner, and doubt is expressed as to the 
integrity of those connected with him, it is a 
serious matter, more especially as the horse no 
doubt has a great future before him in the United 
States, where he now stands as a stallion. 
“The conditions for registration of foals in 
France are so stringent that there is little or no 
chance for perpetrating fraud; in fact, foreigners 
frequently complain that the formalities are far 
too complicated compared with those existing in 
other countries. Every foal is registered with the 
Ministry of Agriculture, and afterwards with the 
Societe d’Encouragement, before it can be entered 
in the Stud Book, which was, of course, done in 
the case of Pot au Feu. But further than that, 
certificates have to be supplied in writing. It 
would, therefore, be necessary for a breeder.to 
perjure himself and ruin his career and reputa- 
tion if the carte de saillie were found to be false. 
Now E. de St. Alary, the owner of Bruleur, un- 
like a great many of us who employ a secretary 
to attend to these documents, being a man of 
leisure, always makes out his own. As a recently 
elected steward of the French Jockey Club and 4 
members of the English Jockey Club, we could 
leave him out of the matter, as it would be utterly 
absurd to question his good faith, while he could 
have no possible object. It may be remarked that 
Bruleur has never been overcharged with mares. 
“I now come to the stud groom, William, an 
Englishman whom I have known for many years, 
who is highly respected by everyone in the breed- 
ing world, and against whom there has never 
been the slightest suspicion as to his integrity. 
The very fact that the Ministry and the Societe 
d’Encouragement (equivalent of the jockey club) 
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have accepted the written statement of E. de St. 
Alary, and of his man, should be sufficient for 
any right-thinking person. Bruleur gets his stock 
both big and small, but in the case of Pot au Feu, 
it must be ovious to everyone who has seen him 
that he has not only Bruleur’s markings, but his 
traits. From time to time we hear, in a jocular 
way, that the produce of a mare is a son of the 
teaser. Probably the rumor, in regard to Pot au 
Feu, as large as a man’s hand to start with, has 
grown from such silly remark.” 

SHIP FIVE STALLIONS. 

Five Thoroughbred stallions, recently pur- 
2hased by Major Thomas J. Johnson, in charge of 
the Remount headquarters at Lexington, were 
shipped last week to Fort Robinson, Nebraska, 
where they will be kept until placed at different 
points in the west.

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COLOR INHERITANCE 


T was expected, when English writers began 

commenting on the fact that Hurry On’s 
best colts were chestnuts, like himself, and his 
best fillies were bay or brown, that ‘Mankato,” 
Dr. J. B. Robertson, would shortly have his say 
on the subject. He did. In The Sporting Chron- 
icle (Manchester) of January 23 he wrote: 

“Some people possessing an indifferent knowl- 
edge of the laws of heredity of coat colour, and 
correlation of coat colour with racing attributes, 
keep reiterating in parrot-like fashion that Hurry 
On gets better chestnut sons than bay or brown 
sons, and better bay or brown daughters than 
chestnut daughters. 

“The true and obvious fact is that Hurry On 
only gives off chestnut factors irrespective of the 
colours of his mates. If the colour of his off- 
spring is other than chestnut their livery is refer- 
able solely to their dams, be they colts or fillies. 
That is the case with every chestnut sire. 

“Further, racing characters and qualities are 
not correlated with coat colour in the thorough- 
bred. There is great variation in Hurry On’s 
chestnut offspring, but the Hurry On colour fad- 
dists take care when they cite the wonderful 
qualities of Press Gang to say nothing about his 
brother Messenger Boy. Nor when they cite Dili- 
gence do they mention his worthless brother Feri- 
doon. And so on, in many other cases. Heredity 
is not studied in this slipshod, go-as-you-please 
fashion.” 


MEETING AT BAINBRIDGE. 


From Thomas McGinty, general manager of the 
Bainbridge Breeders’ and Racing Association, 
came announcement that Bainbridge Park, Geau- 
ga Lake, Ohio, will have a 31-day spring meeting 
opening Saturday, May 21, and closing Saturday, 
June 25. Leading race of the meeting is the 
Ohio State Derby, which will again have $12,000 
added. It will be run late in the meeting and 
will be so placed as to avoid conflict with the 
American Derby, which will be run at Washing- 
ton Park, probably on June 18. 


GRASSLANDS RECEIVERSHIP SOUGHT. 


A receivership for the Sumner County Land 
Company, holding company for the Grasslands 
Downs Racing Foundation (the corporate title 
has sometimes been given as Grasslands Racing 
Association), was sought in a petition field in 
chancery court at Gallatin, Tenn., Monday, Feb- 
ruary 15. Eight creditors signed the petition, 
alleging insolvency. The company’s liabilities, the 
creditors allege, are at least $1,065,000. 


TWENTY GRAND, TOP FLIGHT.

FLORIDA’S RACING LAW. 


OLLOWING is the complete text of the act, 
passed by the Florida legislature last year, 
under which racing is carried on in that State: 


AN ACT to Provide for a State Racing Com- 
mission to Prescribe its Powers and Duties, and 
to Fix the Compensation of its Members; to 
Provide for Holding Referendum and Recall 
Elections in any County to Determine whether 
Racing Shall Be Permitted or Continued There- 
in; to Provide for Licensing and Taxing such 
Racing and Apportioning the Moneys Derived 
therefrom among the Several Counties of the 
State to Provide for and Regulate the Making 
of Pari Mutuel Pools within the Enclosure of 
Licensed Race Tracks; Providing Certain Pen- 
alties for the Violation of this Act, and for 
Other Purposes Relating Thereto. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Florida: 


Section 1. That a State Racing Commission is here- 
by created and established and said Commission shall 
be and is hereby vested with and possessed of the 
powers and duties in this Act specified, and all other 
powers necessary and proper to enable it to execute 
fully and effectually all the purposes of this Act. Said 
Commission shall consist of five persons who shall be 
appointed by the Governor within thirty (30) days after 
the effective date of this Act and confirmed by the 
Senate. One member of the Commission shall be a 
resident of and appointed from each Congressional 
District in the State of Florida and until such time 
as a Fifth Congressional District shall be created the 
fifth member of the Commission shall be appointed 
from the State at large. The members of the Com- 
mission shall be qualified electors not less than 25 
years of age, who shall have resided in the State for 
five years next preceding their appointment. The 
Commissioners shall each hold office for two years. 
The Commissioners shall select from among their num- 
ber a chairman and secretary. The State Treasurer 
shall be ex-officio Treasurer of the Commission and 
the Attorney General shall be its official attorney. It 
shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a record of 
all proceedings of the Commission and to preserve all 
books, maps, documents, papers, and records entrusted 
to its care. The Commission shall annually make a 
full report to the Governor. A majority of the Com- 
mission shall constitute a quorum for all purposes. 
Said Commission shall be authorized to employ such 
assistants and employees as may be necessary, but 
only during the racing period herein prescribed and 
ten days previous and subsequent thereto, at such 
compensation on a per diem basis as said Commission 
may prescribe. Each Commissioner shall take the con- 
stitutional oath of office and shall give bond to the 
Governor of the State of Florida with personal or cor- 
porate surety to be approved by the Treasurer in the 
amount of Five Thousand Dollars, conditioned that he 
will faithfully and honestly perform the duties of his 
office. The premium on the bond above mentioned 
shall be paid by the Commission. The State Racing 
Commission shall maintain an office in the City of 
Tallahassee, Florida, but during the time in which 
racing is conducted in this State may maintain branch 
offices elsewhere. No person having been connected 
either directly or indirectly with any race track or 
meet held in the State of Florida within the past three 
years or having been emploved by any owner or oper- 
ator of any race track in the State of Florida within 
the past three years shall be eligible to hold the office 
of Racing Commissioner. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the State Racing 
Commission to carry out the provisions of this Act 
and such Commission shall have the power and au- 
thority to personally or by agents, supervise and check 
the making of Pari Mutuel Pools and the distributions 
therefrom, and 

(1) To fix and set the dates, provided, however, 
that this Section shall not be construed as authorizing 
the Commission to fix and set dates for racing in any 
county where there is not more than one horse track 
or more than one dog track seeking to race and hold- 
ing ratified permits, upon which any track can operate 
in any county, but shall not exclude the operation of 
other tracks in other counties on same dates. 

(2) To make an annual report to the Governor 
showing its own actions, receipts derived under the 
provisions of this Act, the practical effects of the ap- 
plication of this Act and any suggestions it may ap-

prove for the more effectual accomplishments of the 
purposes of this Act. 

(3) To require of each applicant an application set- 
ting forth: 

(a) The full name of the person, association or cor- 
poration, and if a corporation the name of the State 
under which the same is incorporated. 

(b) If an association or corporation the nationality, 
color and residence of the members of the association 
and the names of the stockholders and directors of the 
corporation. 

(c) The exact location where it is desired to con- 
duct or hold a race meeting. 

(ad) Whether or not the racing plant is owned or 
leased, and if leased, the name, color and residence of 
the fee owner, or if a corporation, of the directors and 
stockholders thereof, provided, however, that nothing 
in this Act shall prevent a person, association or cor- 
poration from applying to the Racing Commission for 
a permit to conduct races regardless of whether the 
racing plant has been constructed or not, and having 
an election held in any county at the same time when 
elections are heid for the ratification of any permit 
in said county. 

(e) A statement of the assets and liabilities of the 
person, association or corporation making such appli- 
cation. 

(f) The kind of racing to be conducted and the de- 
sired period. 

(g) Such other information as the Commission may 
require. 

(h) To require an oath to each and every applica- 
tion by the person or executive officer of the asso- 
ciation or corporation stating that such information 
contained in the application is true. 

(i) To make rules and regulations for the holding, 
conducting and operating of all race tracks, race meets 
and/or races held in this State, provided such rules 
and regulations shall be uniform in their application 
and effect, and the duty of exercising this control and 
power is hereby made mandatory upon such Com- 
mission. 

Section 3. That the compensation of each member 
of said State Racing Commission shall be One Thou- 
sand Eight Hundred ($1,800.00) Dollars annually to- 
gether with actual necessary travelling expenses, and 
the Chairman of said Commission shall receive an ad- 
ditional Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars per annum, 
and the Secretary of said Commission shall receive an 
additional Eighteen Hundred ($1,800.00) Dollars per 
annum to be paid out of any funds in the hands of 
the State Treasurer to the credit of said State Racing 
Commission. Disbursements from said fund for the 
compensation and expenses of said Commission shall 
be made in the manner as now provided by law for 
salaries and expenses of the State Government, end a 
sufficient amount of money to pay said compensation 
of said Commissioners, and the expenses of said Com- 
mission, is hereby appropriated out of any funds here- 
after in the hands of the State Treasurer to the credit 
of said State Racing Commission; provided that all 
obligations and debts including salary and _ travelling 
expenses of the Commissioners shall be wholly paid 
out of funds deposited with the Treasurer under the 
provisions of this Act, and it is hereby expressly de- 
clared that the State of Florida or anv fund belonging 
thereto, shall not at anv time or under any circum- 
stances be or become liable to any person, firm or 
corporation, for any expense incurred or debts owing 
by the Commission, or anv member, agent, servant or 
employee of said Commission, and no money shall be 
paid out by the Treasurer for salaries or expenses 
of the Commission except upon voucher of the Com- 
mission signed by the Chairman and countersigned by 
the Secretary, which voucher shall exhibit in detail 
the item or items for which the money is paid. 

Section 4. Any person, association or corporation 
desiring to operate a race track in this State shall 
have the right, subject to the provisions of this Act, 
to hold and conduct one or more race meetings at 
such track each year. No such meeting shall be held 
during the period extending from the first day of 
April to the first day of December in each year. No 
race or racing shall be permitted on Sunday. No 
minors shall be permitted to attend said races or to 
be employed in any manner about said race tracks 
excepting jockeys. 

Section 5. On or before the first day of July of 
each and every year, any person, association or cor- 
poration possessing the qualifications prescribed in 
this Act sha!l have the right to apply to said Com- 
mission for a permit to conduct race meetings and 
racing under this Act. On or before the fifteenth day 
of August of each and every year after receipt of any 
such application the Commission shall convene at the 
State Capitol to consider and grant, permits applied 
for. Upon ail applications filed a permit shall be is- 
sued to the applicant setting forth the name, the lo- 
cation of the race track, the kind of racing desired 
to be conducted, and a statement showing qualifica- 


tions to conduct racing at said track under this Act, 
provided however, no permit shall be effectual to au- 
thorize any race until ratified by a majority of the 
voters participating in such election in the county in 
which applicant proposes to conduct racing. 

Section 6. The holder of any such permit shall have 
the right to have submitted to the electors of the coun- 
ty designated therein the question whether or not 
said permit shall be ratified or rejected. The Board 
of County Commissioners of the county designated 
shall upon the presentation to said Board at a regular 
or special meeting of a written application accom- 
panied by a certified copy of the permit granted by 
the State Racing Commission, asking for an election 
in the county in which said application is made shall 
order an election in said county to decide whether 
such permit shall be approved, and licenses issued and 
race meetings permitted in such county; and _ shall 
cause the clerk of such Board to give notice of said 
election by publishing same once each week for four 
consecutive weeks in one or more newspapers of gen- 
eral circulation in said county; that each permit cov- 
ering each track shall be voted upon separately by 
said electors, and no election shall be called oftener 
than once every two years, for the ratification of any 
permit covering the same track. 

All elections ordered under this Act shall be held 
within ninety (90) days and not less than sixty (60) 
days from the time of presenting such application to 
said County Commissioners, and the _ Inspectors of 
Election shall be appointed and qualified as in cases 
of general elections and they shall count the votes cast 
and make due returns of the same to the County 
Commissioners, without delay, and the County Com- 
missioners shall canvass the returns and declare the 
results, and cause the same to be recorded as pro- 
vided in the general law concerning elections so far 
as applicable. 

That for such election the Registration Books of 
such county shall be opened on the tenth day (if the 
said tenth day be Sunday or a holiday, then on the 
next day not a Sunday or holiday) after said election 
is ordered and called, and shall remain open for a 
period of ten days for additional registration of per- 
sons qualified for registration not already registered 
and electors for such special election shall have the 
same qualifications for and prerequisites to voting in 
election as under the general election laws. 

If at any such election a majority of the electors 
voting on the question of ratification or rejection of 
any permit shall vote against such ratification then 
such permit shall be null and void and of no effect 
whatsoever. If a majority of the electors voting on 
the question of ratification or rejection of any permit 
shall vote for such ratification, then such permit shall 
become effectual and the holder thereof shall be _ per- 
mitted to conduct racing upon complying with the 
other provisions of this Act. The County Commis- 
sioners shall immediately. certify the results of the 
election to the Secretary of the State Racing Com- 
mission. 

The applicant shall upon presentation to the County 
Commissioners of the application heretofore mentioned, 
pay to the County Commissioners of the County in 
which elections shall be held, an amount necessary 
to pay all expenditures in connection with the holding 
of elections mentioned herein. 

Section 7. After a permit has been granted by the 
Commission end after the same has been ratified and 
approved by the majority of the electors participating 
in such election of the covnty designated therein, the 
Racing Commission shall have the power, and it shall 
be its duty to grant to the lawful holder of such per- 
mit, upon the conditions herein set forth, a_ license 
to conduct racing under this Act, and to ennually fix 
the time, place and number of days during which rac- 
ing may be conducted by such permit holder at the 
location fixed in said permit and ratified in said elec- 
tion. Provided however that this section shall not be 
construed as authorizing the Commission to fix dates 
and days for racing in any County where there is not 
more than one horse track or more than one dog 
track seeking to race and holding ratified: permits. 
After the first license has been issued to the holder 
of a ratified permit for racing in any county, all sub- 
sequent applications by said ratified permit holder for 
a license, shall be accompanied by proof, in such form 
as the Commission may require, that the ratified per- 
mit holder still possesses all the qualifications pre- 
scribed by this Act, and that the permit has not been 
recalled at a later election held in such county, here- 
inafter provided for. The Racing Commission shall 
have the right and authority to revoke the permit of 
any licenses hereunder upon the willful violation of 
any of the provisions of this Act. It shall be unlaw- 
ful for any licensee under this Act directly or indi- 
rectly to make any contribution whatsoever to any 
political party or to any candidate for any State, 
county, district or municipal office; and the Commis- 
sion, upon proof of any such contribution having been 
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made shall immediately revoke the permit of such 
licensee, and no further license or permit shall be is- 
sued thereafter to such former licensee. 

Section 8. No license or licenses shall be granted to 
any person, association or corporation or to any race 
track for a meet or meeting in any county to extend 
longer than fifty racing days for horse racing and 
ninety racing days for dog racing in any twelve month 
period. hy 

Section 9. Every person, association or corporation 
engaged in the business of conducting a race meeting 
under this Act shall pay to the Treasurer of the State 
of Florida in his capacity as ex-officio Treasurer of 
the Commission, for the use of the Commission, a sum 
equal to three per cent of the total contributions to 
all pari mutuel pools conducted or made on any and 
every race track licensed under this Act, and on every 
race at such track. In addition to the aforesaid taxes 
each person, association or corporation authorized to 
conduct race meetings under this Act shall pay to said 
State Treasurer fifteen per cent of all moneys received 
each day from admissions paid by persons attending 
such races, or the sum of ten (10) cents on each and 
every admission whichever sum is the greater. Said 
payments shail be made every seventh day of any and 
every race meeting, and shall be accompanied by a re- 
port under oath showing the total of all said con- 
tributions and admissions on the races covered by 
such report and such other information as said Com- 
mission may require. If any free passes or compli- 
mentary admission card shall be issued to guests by 
any licensee, the Licensee of such track shall pay to 
the Commission the same tax upon such complimentary 
admission cards as if same were sold at the regular 
and usual admission rate; but nothing herein shall be 
construed to prohibit the issuance of tax-free passes 
to officials and actual employees of the licensee or 
other persons engaged actually in working at such 
race track, provided, however, that the issuances of 
all such tax-free passes shall be under the regulations 
or orders of the Commission and a list of all officers 
and employees shall be filed with the Commission. 

Section 9-B. All persons connected with race tracks, 
including the gate keeper, announcers, ushers, starters, 
officials, jockeys, drivers, trainers, handlers, owners, 
stablemen, clockers, assistants, sellers or racing forms 
or bulletins, attendants in connections with the wager- 
ing machines, managers of tracks, apprentices or other 
persons connected in any way or manner with the 
operation of any race track, shall pay an occupational 
tax of $10.00 annually to and be licensed by the Com- 
mission. And it shall be unlawful for any person to 
take part in or officiate in any way, serve in any 
capacity at any race track without first having se- 
cured said license and paid said occupational tax; 
provided, however, this Section shall not apply to dis- 
abled ex-service men of any war in which the United 
States was a participant. 

Section 10. The tax herein imposed shall be in lieu 
of all license, excise or occupational taxes to the State 
of Florida or any County, City, Town or other political 
sub-division thereof, except that when any race meet- 
ing is held or conducted in any incorporated city or 
town that such city or town shall have the right to 
assess and collect an additional tax against any per- 
son, firm, association or corporation conducting rac- 
ing within its corporate limits not to exceed $150.0 
per day for horse racing and not to exceed $50.00 per 
day for dog racing. 

Section 11. Every person, association or corporation 
conducting race meetings under this Act shall so keep 
its books and records as to clearly show the total 
number of admissions and the total amount of money 
contributed to every pari-mutuel pool on each race 
Separately and the amount of money received daily 
from admission fees, and within sixty days after the 
conclusion of every race meeting shall submit to the 
Commission a complete audit of its accounts, certified 
by a Public Accountant qualified to practice in the 
State of Florida. The State Auditor shall have au- 
thority to audit and check the books and records of 
any such person, association or corporation, and upon 
the request of the Commission, it shall be his duty 
to do so. 

Section 12. As soon as may be after the first day 
of July of each year the State Treasurer shall make 
up a complete statement of all moneys paid out upon 
warrants to the Comptroller as above stated during 
the preceding year, of the balance on hand as shown 
by such statements he shall retain to the credit of 
the Commission a sum equal to ten per cent of such 
balance, and the ninety per cent remaining shall be 
divided into as many equal parts as there are counties 
in the State, and there shall be remitted one part to 
each County. This section shall be construed to mean 


that after all salaries and expenses of the Commission 
have been paid for each fiscal year of the State ten 
er cent of the amount remaining in the hands of the 
tate Treasurer in his capacity as Treasurer of the 
Commission shall be retained to the credit of the Com- 


mission to meet expenses accruing before further 
moneys are received under this Act, and that all the 
balance of said money shall be equally apportioned to 
the several Counties of the State. 

Section 13. When the moneys mentioned in the 
preceding section have been transmitted to the County 
Commissioners of the several counties of the State in 
accordance with the provisions of this Act, the County 
Commissioners of the said several counties shall have 
the power and discretion to determine whether such 
moneys shall be converted into the county school fund, 
or to some other lawfully authorized fund or funds, 
or shali be equally or otherwise apportioned to any 
two or more of such funds. 

Section 14. Every person, association or corporation 
to which a license may be granted under this Act, 
at its own cost and expense, shall before any such 
license is delivered, give a bond in the penal sum of 
Fifty Thousand Dollars payable to the Governor of 
the State of Florida and his successors in office, with 
a surety or sureties to be approved by the Commis- 
sion and the State Treasurer, conditioned to faithfully 
make the payments to the State Treasurer in his 
capacity as Treasurer of the Commission and to keep 
its books and records and make reports as_ herein 
provided, and to conduct its racing in conformity with 
this Act. 

Section 15. Every race meeting at which racing is 
conducted for any stake, purse prize or premium, ex- 
cept as allowed by this Act, is hereby prohibited and 
declared to be a public nuisance, and every person, 
association or corporation acting or aiding therein 
or conducting, or attempting to conduct, racing in this 
State not in conformity with this Act shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction be pun- 
ished as provided by law. 

Section 16. Within the enclosure of any race meeting 
licensed and conducted under this Act, but not else- 
where, the sale of pari mutuel pools under such regu- 
lations as the Commission shall prescribe, is hereby 
authorized and permitted. Commissions on such pools 
shall in no event and at no track exceed ten per cent 
and the odd cents of all redistributions to be made on 
all mutuel contributions exceeding a sum equal to the 
next lowest multiple of five on horse races; and shall 
not exceed fifteen per cent and the odd cents of all 
redistributions to be made on all mutuel contributions 
exceeding a sum equal to the next lowest multiple of 
ten on dog races. Said maximums shall include the 
three per cent tax hereinbefore prescribed. 

Section 17. Said Commission shall not be authorized 
to issue any license under this Act except upon proof 
in such form as the Commission may prescribe that a 
referendum election has been held in the County where 
the applicant for such license desires to conduct a race 
meeting and that a majority of the electors voting on 
that question in such election voted in favor of licens- 
ing such racing. 

Section 18. Upon petition of twenty per cent of 
the qualified electors of any County wherein any 
racing has been licensed and conducted under this 
Act, the County Commissioners of such county shall 
provide for the submission to the electors of such 
county at the then next succeeding general election the 
question of whether any permit or permits theretofore 
granted shall be continued or revoked, and if a major- 
ity of the electors voting on such question in such 
election shall vote to cancel or recall the permit there- 
tofore given, then the said Racing Commission shall 
not thereafter grant any license on the permit so re- 
called. Nor more than one permit shall be included in 
any one petition and in all elections wherein the re- 
eall of more than one permit shall be voted on, the 
voters shall be given an opportunity to vote for or 
against the recall of each permit separately. Nothing 
in this Act shall be construed to prevent the holding 
of later referendum or recall elections. 

Section 19. No part of this Act shall be construed 
to apply to racing conducted by County or State Fair 
Associations or to any racing whatsoever except run- 
ning or harness horse races and dog races. 

Section 20. When any license is granted by the Com- 
mission under this Act the same shall be issued by the 
County Judge of the County where such race meeting 
is to be held, and the County Judge shall be entitled 
to and receive from the licenses twenty-five cents for 
issuing same. 

Section 21. No permit or license granted under the 
provisions of this Act shall be transferable or as- 
signable. 

Section 22. That if any part of Section 12 or any 
Section with reference to the distribution of the reve- 
nue derived and obtained under this Act should be de- 
clared illegal or unconstitutional, then said revenue so 
derived under this Act shall remain in the hands of 
the State Treasurer to the credit of said Racing Fund 
until the convening of the next Legislature, at which 
time Act or Acts shall be passed directing the manner 
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and method of distribution of such revenues so held 
by said State Treasurer. 

Section 23. All laws and parts of laws inconsistent 
with any of the provisions of this Act are hereby ex- 
pressly declared not to apply to any person or cor- 
poration participating or engaged in racing or making 
or contributing to pools thereon as authorized by and 
conducted under this Act. 

Section 24. This Act shall go into effect upon its 
becoming a law. 

Passed over the Governor's veto.
